THE LAST DITCH. 
WILL THE DEMOCRATS BACK DOWN INTO IT? 
Special Diapaich to The Tribune 

Wasuinetos, D. C., June 15.—The Demo- 
crate who favor the proposition that Congress 
shall continue to take recesses from now until 
December, and do nothing, say the President 
may by his veto forbid Congress to do some- 
thing. Ontheother band, he cannot compel 
Congress to make appropriations or pass laws 
which it is opposed to. They are determined 
that he shall not bave money for Election 
Marsnals and Supervisors, and they are inclined 
to think that a veto of the Judicial bill on this 
issue will help them and hurt the Republicans 
with the country. They say that, in taking a 
recess, they will be only following the Republic- 
an example in Andrew Jacxson's time, and they 
add that a veto of the Judicial bill on the 
grounds that its provisions would prevent him 
from paying Election Marshals is proof that the 
bill ought not to be changed in any particular. 

LAST NIGHT, 
at a gathering at which Gen. Garfield and Secre- 
tary McCrary were present, both of those gen- 
tlemen expressed the opinion that the President 
would sign the Army bill. 

THE PROSPECTS OF AU. FINAL ADJOURNMENT 
of Congress appear daily to grow less. One 
veto is certain—three are possible. The proba- 
bility and expectations are that the Army bill 
will be approved. Stili,the Republicans in the 
Senate are determined to make a resolute fight 
against it on two eaceounis,—first, that the re- 
striction contained im the political amendment 
is an invasion of the constitutional right of the 
Executive: second, that the restrictive section, 
in nullifying the power of the President for this 
year (which is a matter of no practical impor- 
tance in the absence of material elections), is in- 
tended as a precedent for next year, when the 
elections are genera! and vital. 

ON THESE TWO 8UBJECTS 
the President in principle is as determined as 
any Republican Senater, and, if he can be made 
to look at the restrictive. features of the Army 
bill ia the light in which they are regarded by 
the majority of the Republican Senators, the 
Army bill would encounter a veto. This, how- 
ever, is not expected, as the restrictive feature 
was draftea with the intent to comply with the 
suggestions of the President’s last message, in 
Which he stated that a proper bill, providing 
that troops should not be used as a police at the 
polls, he would sign. In the absence of over- 
whelming influence from Republican Senators, 
and of unexpected disclosures in the debates in 
the Senate, it is probable that the President. 

WILL SIGN THE ARMY BILL. 
That, certainly, is his present intention. He 
has stated as much to more persons than ope. 
indeed, the President does not hesitate now to 
talk freely about sach matters, as his opinions 
have become so well known that any further 
concealment under the technical veil of co ur- 
tesy to Congress is unnecessary. There is a 
possibility, too, that 
THE LEGISLATIVE APPROPRIATION BILL 

may be vetoed. This will depend upon the de- 
cision of the accounting officers of the Treasury 
as to their ability to pay out money under it 
after it shall have been passed. It is the pun- 
pose of the President to submit the bill, 
when it shall come to him, to Secre- 
tary Sherman, who, in turo, will refer 
it te the auditing and controlling officers 
of the Treasury. As to the badness of its form 
there is no dispute. There probably is but one 
Democrat in Congress, and he the author of the 
bili (Atkins himself), who will claim that it is 
not a most imperfect and audacious piece of 
legislation. 

THE PRACTIGAL QUESTION 
for the accounting officers to determine is 
whether it will be possible for them to technic- 
ally pay, or to so construe the law that they can 
without ampiguity and without exposing the 
Executive officers to penalties which might arise 
from mistaken construction make the neces- 
sary disbursements for the maintenance of the 
Government. lf the accounting officers say 
they cam pay, no matter with how 
much difficulty (as it is now believed 
they will say), the President will 
without doubt approve the bill. If they say 
that the law is too ambiguous to warrant un- 
dertaking the disbursements of the millions 
which it appropriates the President will return 
the bill to Congress without his approval, on 
the ground that it is 

ILL-CONSIDERED AND HASTY LEGISLATION, 
and every intelligent Democrat, if be is honest, 
would support the President's veto of that bill 
on that ground. But, whatever doubts there 
may be as to the fate of the Army and the Leg- 
islative bill, there are no doubts, iu either 
party, as to the fact that what is called 

TRE LITTLE JUDICIAL BILL 

will encounter the Presidential veto. That bill 
covers the main points which have been at issue 
daring this eatire Congress. It carries out the

It 
might be called immediately, should the present 
session terminate before July. There are many 
reasons which have been urged upon the Presi- 
dent to convene Cougress immediately upon the 
adjournment of the present stssion, before the 
members could have ieft the eity. 
ONE ARGUMENT 
is that thase who live at great distances and 
found it necessary to go home this spring have 
already gove. Another, that à short interval of 
a week or two weeks would not de sufficient for 
those who live at long distances to go to their 
homes, while by calling Congress immediately 
a speedier understandmg Of the dead-lock 
might be expected. The Democrats, in turn, 
are not determined upon their policy, in the 
certain event of a veto of this Judicial bill.

TAKE RECESSES OF THIRTY DAYS, 
more or less, from now until the regular ses- 
sion; that there shall be present at the time 


fixed for the reassembling of each session 
enough members to cause Congress to take still 
another recess, and in this way to occupy the 
| summer by a practically continuous session, at 
which nothing will be accomplished until the 
winter months, and, after that, the deluge. This 
is an outline of the several plans.

WHERE IT WAS LAST DECEMBER. 
The only hope of a final adjustment of the con-

NO BILL DIFFERENT 
from the one now before the Senate would be 
passed. He intimated that the Democrats are 
now in the last ditch, and declared in the strong- 
est terms that they would never yield another 
inch. In reply to the suggestion that, in the 
event of another special session, some of the 
Democrats might unite with the Republicans to 
pass a bill that the President would approve, 
Geu. Atkins said he would like to know how 
the House would get a bill through his Commit- 
tee. He declared ne would not report such a 
bill in any case, even if instructed to do so b a 
majority of the House made up of Republicans 
and a few weak-kueed Democrats. In this

GEN, ATKINS DECLARES 
that he reflects the views of every Democratic 
member of the House Committee on Appropri- 
ations. He also declares that the Democrats of 
the House are now thoroughly united, and that 
such men as Alexander H. Stephens and Judge 
Buckner are as firm as the most radical Demo- 
erat in support of the ultimatum that there 
shall be uo appropriation to keep the courts 
open except on the conditions prescribed in the 
bill that passed the House last week.

SPIKED THE CRY OF “REVOLU;I0N”’ 
by separating the Legislative and Executive 
appropriations from ali political amendments.

ELLEN CUMMINS. 


The Sad Effect of a Horfible Murder on 
One of Its Witness Present Pitiable 
Prostratian of Miss Cunrthirs.

PartapDELPnia, June 1h4*Ever since tlie 
shooting of Porter and Barrymore, in Texas, 

Miss Ellen Cummins, the setress in defense of 

whose good name these geatiemen suffered, 

has been iu a bai way from hervous prostra- 
tion, and ber condition two Weeks ago was such 
that even her physicians had little hope of her 
recovery. It was published iu the Dramatic 
News last week that she was penniless, and by 
this means John McCullough and .dohn T. Ray- 
mond learned that she needed: assistance. Al- 
though her financial affairs were not at 
such a terribly low ebb. as repre- 
sented by the publication in the News, Mr. 
Raymond telegraphed at once that he was will- 
ing and ready to assist her. To-day Mr. McCul- 
lough stepped into the Continental Hotel, where 
she has been stoping for nearly a month, and 
left word that she should not be ealled upon to 
pay any bills, but should have every attention. 
He also shouldered her doctor's bill, which has 
assumed big proportions. Miss Cummins will 
not gu to Texas to testify at the trial of Curry, 
which begins next week. Her physicians ad- 
vise her that to do so would be at the 
cost of her own life. Although nearly 
six months have elapsed since the 
affray of which she was the unwilling witness 
and Porter the victim, she has not since that 
time had one nigut of uninterrupted sleep. No 
sooner does she close her eves than the most 
terrible dreams assail her. In these nightmares 
despair at being unable to escape from some 


ä pistol or the bodies of half a dozen 
opie bathed in blood are the prominent and 

orrible features. Frequently at night she springs 
screaming from her bed, and, still sleeping 
from very exhaustion, rushes through ber room 
until awakened by her attendant. Unless she 
is much better her phvsicians will strictly pro- 
hibit her going to Marshall at all.

A NAVAL BATTLE. 

Panama, June 5.—The United States steamer 
Adaws arrived the 4th from Callao, May 27th, 
bringing the following details of recent events: 
The Chilian fleet appeared off Callao the 22d, 
but, learning the first division of the Peruvian 
fleet had gone south, steamed away in pursuit. 
Meantime the Peruvian fleet Jearned from pass- 
ing vessels and by telegraph that the Chilian 
iron-clads. sailed from Iquique, leaving there 
only a small wooden corvette, the Esmerelda, 
a dispatch boat, the Covadunga, and a transport, 
the Limari. The Huascar and Independencia, 
Peruvian iron-ciads, immediately steamed to 
Iquique and attacked those vessels, The Huas- 
ear, after summoning the Esmerelda two or 
three times to surrender, which was answered 
by broadsides, at last rammed the latter, which 
sank almost immediately, carrying down > 

ABOUT 150 MEN. 

About forty men were rescued, and sent 
ashore as prisoners. Meantime the Indepen- 
dencia made chase after the Covadonga and 
the Limari, which the commander. was anxious 
to capture, but not destroy. The Covadonga, 
whose Captain was very familiar with the coast, 
steered in very close courses, leading the In- 
dependencia into water where she was certain 
of destruction. The Independencia followed 
blindly, and at Point Gruesa, going at full 
speed, struck a rock and became a total wreck.

ELEVATED RAILWAYS. 


Objections to Their Introduction inte Chi- 
cago—Experience of New York. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
New York, June 12.—Having been an old 


resident of Chicago, and bemg at present ſuter- 
ested in real estate aloug the line of the pro- 
posed elevated railroad there, and having deen 
an observer of the working and effect of the 
elevated roads here ever since their completion, 
I wish to say a few words, whatever they may 
be worth, in regard to such a railroad in Chi- 


cago. 

When in your city a few weeks ago I noticed 
the subject was’ being agitated considerably, 
and, as nearly as I could judge, many of the 
owners of the property lixely tu be affected did 
not think of seriously opposing it. The reason 
for this was probably owing to the fact that 
most of the land-owuers at that time bad not 
given the matter much attention, bad 
not inquired into the effect such a 
road would have upon the value of 
thetr property, and had been governed to a ver- 
tain exteut by the tove of some of the newspa- 
per items,—one of which, I remember, stated 
that the plan proposed to be adopted ior State 
street was One by which the fraius, while in 


notion, would be “ perfectiv noiseless.” 

Noise is thé one great nuisance, 

Every other objection. dwindles into ineig- 
uificanpce com with it. 

If the newspaper item alluded to was correct, 
or even it trains can be overated making no 
more noise than that of the street-cars, there 
can be no serious objection, provided, of course, 
the superstructure of the elevated road be of 
— y appearance. 

ndeed, such a road might be a benefit to a 
business street, inasmuch as it would bring the 
more people into it, and where the most people 
are tbere the most busimess will likely be trans- 
acted. we 4 .

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CELTIC LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicago, June 14.—The interest that is now 
taken in Celtic literature may almost be classed 
as a revival. Forty years ago there was a good 
deal more irish spoken in the United States 
than there is at present. There was hardly a 
canal or railway where Irishmen were employed 
where the Irish language was not heard. But it 
had at that time awakened hardly any interest 
amongst the onlv class by whom a national 
tengue can be fostered or cultivated,—that is, the 
educated and refined. From present appear- 
ances it would seem as if the long-neglected 
language of Ireland and Scotland—for 
Gaelic is the national tongue of three- 
fourths of Scotland—is about to enter 
on a new phase of existence, and from having 
been one of the least thought of and most de- 
spised of all the ancient dialects of Europe it 
may svon be one of the most esteemed. Two 
most remarkable facts have recently come to 
pass with regard to Garlic: it is now taught in 
the national schools of Ireland, andthe E41 ish 
Government is paying for having it taught. 
Prof. Blaikie, of Edinburg, has now in hari 
cash no less asum than £12,000 for the estab- 
lishment of a Gaelic chair in Edinburg. These 
are notable facts, and must be hailed with de- 
light bv all Irisbmen and Higbland Scotchmen, 
and should be gratifying, aleo, to Americans, 
for as this country is leading the wa 
in manufactures and =mechanical skill. 
so will she also lead the way in 
the future in literature, scientific research, 
and every stady calculated to elevate and 
ennoble humanity. There is another remarkable 
fact connected with Gaelic, namely, that, just at 
the time it was dying out most rapidly as a 
spoken laowuage, influences were at work which 
were probably destined to give it renewed life 
and bring it under the notice of the most emi- 
nent scholars of the world. These influences 
can be traced to the Government Survey of ire- 
land, generally known as * Griffith's Survey.“ 
some forty-five years ago the British Government 
determined on making a new survey of Ireland. 
Owing to the Irish language having been then 
spoken by three-fourths of the rural population, 
it was necessary to get a skilled scholar in the 
language in r to de able to get the correct 
svelling of the townlands, estates, etc., and to 
fix their boundaries, as flve-sixths of the nomeu- 
clature of Ireland is even now wholly Celtic. 
John O' Donovan was given charge of the Irish 
department ot the survey, and it would have 
been impossible to get any abler man. A boru 
philologist and a — classica! scholar, he 
gave great satisiaction to the Government. 
His letters awakened a desire among an 
influential] and cultured class in Ireland to 
study tbe archwology and history of their coun- 
try. was known to be an immense 
amoum of ancient Celtic manuscripts in the 
libraries of Dublin, London, Paris, etc., but no 
one knew they treated of, for uo one could 
read them. Donovan was set at them, and in 
a few years the Book of Rights,” the WII 
of Caber Moge,” the “Battle of Moy-Lena,”’ the 
‘Battie of Moy-Rath,” and other 
translations, as curious as they are beautiful, 
made their appearance,and awakened a wide- 
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a y utilitarian point of view, it appears 
v desirable that the irish should be famil- 
lar with their own language. The illiteracy of 
many of them can be traced directly to the fact 
that they have been so long without a current 
literature in their own language. A native lit- 
erature gives a stimulas to education greater, 
perhaps, than anything else. This is fully 
proved in the case of Wales; the Welsh have 
stuck to then language throuch thick and 
thin,“ and it is a fact that there is less illiteracy 
amongst the rural population of Wales than in 
any other part of Great Britain, the lowlauds of 
Scotland alone excepted. ,

SLY SHERMAN. 


How He Piays It on the Politicians—Repub- 
licans and Democrats Alike Toting 
Grists to John's Mill~Both Parties Ap- 
parently Helpless within the Grasp of the 
Great North-American SOctopus—Trouble 
in the Democratic Caucus—Chevalier Bay- 
ard Sat Down Upon. 

Special Dispatch to the Cincinnatt Enquirer (Dem.). 
Wasurveton, D. C., June 13.—The revolt 

against the Sherman scheme to subordinate the 
Stalwart issue to the financial one has begun in 
a quiet way, and it became necessary to-day for 
the Senate Republicans to hold a caucus to 
canvass the feeling among the Stalwart mem- 
bers as to whether they should quietly submit 
to Sherman’s dictum or do some lively kicking 
in the traces. 

It will be remembered that more than a month 
ago it was predicted in these dispatches that 
alter the Stalwart issue, which was at 
the time booming under high pressure, had 
accomplished the object for which it 
was ineugurated—that is, to bring the Presi- 
dent and his party nearer together—it would 
be dropped, and that Sherman, in the interest 
of his Presidential candidacy, would see to it 
that in due time it was supplanted with the fi- 
nancial issue. The original plan was to live up 
to the line first entered upon. and that was to 
have vetoed all the appropriation bills, in any 
shape, which might be presented to the Presi- 
dent, and force the Democrats to yield at last, 
and pass them, pure and simple, without any 
political riders or restrictions of any kind. 

The plan would have been successful, be- 
cause the leaders in the Democratic party gave 
themselves away when they announced, after 
the first veto, that it would never do to adjourn 
without voting the necessary supplies to carry 
on the Government. Hence, all the President 
had to do was to keep on vetoing the bills, be- 
ing assured, dy the declarations of the Demo- 
crats themselves, that in the end some provis- 
ion would be made to lubricate the wheels of 
the Governmental ine. 

What made the change of base necessary—or 
a line of policy, call it what one will—wag the 
action of the Democratic Convention of Ohio in 
heading their ticket with two soldiers. It did 
not take one of John Sherman’s political acute- 
ness more than a minute to see that the longer 
the Stalwart issue was continued the more it 
added to the renowu ot Grant and detracted 
from his own glory. Hence the Ohio Democrats 
forced him to induce the President to yield in 
his position, and Sherman, as the Warwick of 


the Administration, arrauged a programme with 
by which a trace was 


Gen. Garfield was chosen as Sherman’s repre- 
sentative on the floor of the House. Garfield 
consented to aid Sherman,—not thét he likes 
him, for he does not. but because he is afraid 
of him. Garfield wants Shermap’s Presidential 
candidacy egged on, fur be fears that he micht 
otherwise be antagonize bv the wily financier if 
the Rebublicaus happen to have the disposition 
of the next Senatorsbip. It being thus arranged 
in advance with the ident, Secretary Sber- 
man indicated to Gen. Garfield about the nature 
of an Army and Legislative Appropriation bill 
the President would sign. Garfield communi- 
cated the fact to the controlling members of the 
House Committee on Aporopriations, and, after 
a brief incubation, the bills were brought forth, 

The Democrats, who were notin the secret, 
wondered why it was that the report of their 
advisory Committee, which had been ratified by 
a Democratic caucus, had been ignored and a 
new departure taken. They were more thdn 
surprised when their leaders told them that the 
bills, with the exception of the Judicial bill, 
would receive the support of the Republicans. 
They were glad of the fact, because it let them 
out of the very bad dilemma in which they 
were, and let them out gracefully, too; for in- 
directly they aecomplished that which had 
faiied in a direct way. 

The subsequent movement ia now history. 
The Legislative bill was passed by a two-thircs 
vote ou Monday last, without debate, and, for 
the matter of that, without five members of 
Congress actually knowing what it approopri- 
ated. The Army bill was championed by Gen. 
Garfiela in a ten-minute speecn, and received, 
with the exception of twelve votes, the united 
support of the Mepublican members. Sherman 
had tbus far , and Gen. Gartield bad man- 
aged the Secretary’s plans much better than he 
managed his owa, and, more than that, too, 
Secretary Sherman had 8 Garfieid, so to 
speak, actually dictated the Democratic posi- 
tion 


When the bills were sent to the Senate the 
leading Republicans, who have the Presidential 
itch, saw through the bold game that Secretary 
Sherman had played upon both the Reoublicans 
and Democrats of the House, and a little storm 
was brewed, which, like that of Elijah the Tisu- 
bite, at first was no bigger than a man’s band, 
but which grew to proportions until it culmi- 
nated to-day in A caucus; and a lively affair it 
was.

Wasutneton, D. C., June 13. 1879.—7o His Fr. 
cellency Rutherford B. Hayes, President of the 
United States—Sim: As I learn by telegraphic dis- 
patch that George Reynolds, who has been con- 
victed of polygamy in Utah. will be resentenced 
and committed to the penitentiary on Saturday 
(to-morrow), the 14th inst., I take the liberty of 
giving you my personal statement respecting the 
manner in which his marriage was made a test 
case. I nappened tobe at home at the time when 
an attempt was being made to secure a case which 
could be carried through the courts to the United 
States Supreme Court, to test the constitutionality 
of the act of July 1, 1862, against polygamy in 
the Territories. r. Lafayette Granger, a mem- 
ber of the Grand Jury. and others, told me of the 
prevosa] to secure a test case. The proposition 
struck me favorably, for it had been with mea 
subject of thought and conversation, both at 
Washington and Salt Lake City, and I hoped 
that it might lead to a better understand- 
ing of the vexed question. When, there- 
fore, I was appealed to for my opinion as 
to the propriety of such a case being furnished, I 
heartily concurred therein. Several names were 
submitted, end one was selected. Upon further 
inouiries it was found that his case was barred by 
the statute of limitations. The Superintendent of 
Telegraph at Salt Lake City, Mr. A. M. Musser, 
learning that we were seeking for a suitable’ case 
to test the law, came to Gen. Wells. Mayor of Salt 
Lake City, and myself and offered himself for this 
purpose. We learned that the gentleman haa been 
married three times, and that some time after he 
had married his second wife, and before he mar- 
ried the third, his first wife died. I objected to 
his case being selected because I feared it would 
not be a fair test; thatthe point might be made, 

some time after the case been 
proceeded with, that his second wife was 
not a wife in the eyes of the law, and 
that his first wife being dead his marriage after her 
demise was a legal one, and the case would fail. 
Finally, after some inquiry for a person who came 
within the sweep of the law, Mr. Reynolds was 
brought in sight. I had known him for many 
vears and he was sent for, and the proposition 
was made that his marriage de made a test case. 
il used my influence with him te consent, and he 
did so. e furnished the names of witnesses to 
his first marriage, upon whose testimony an in- 
dictment was found against him. Had he not been 
brought forward as he was, I fee) sure that he 
would bave escaped all notice, as he was a man 
whose family relations were very little known. 
But he bas been sentenced, uniess you, sir, 
interpose and exercise Executive clemency he will 
be consigned to prison. Upon me this result falis 
with peculiar weight. 8 this sentence 
be enforced I ask myself bow can I look his 
friends inthe face? How will his dependent fami- 
ly, nis little children, feel toward me? I have been 
called their friend, but they may well ask, Was 
it the act of a friend that their loved one was a 
martyr—to take away their support and protector. 
and betray him to destruction’? My presence and 
name may become bateful to them, as they may 
well think that had it not for my officiousness 
— would still have the s of their husband 
and father. I confess, if this sentence 1s executed, 
there are grounds for me through my life to de- 
plore my zeal and interference in this matter.

New Bone-Caveru in Ireland. 

The bone-cave at Shandon, near Dungarvan, in 
the County of Waterford, accideniaily discov- 
ered some twenty years ago, was the first irish 
cave which produced animal remains belongi@g 
to the pleistocene period. In it were found re- 
mains of the mammoth, horse, bear. wolf, and 
reindeer. Prof. Leith Adams, in his report on 
the exploration of this cave (1876), surmised that 
it was an enormous sheiter-shed where the wild 
denizens repaired to end their days or for the 
purpose of dragging in their prey, and he sug- 
gested that it required only funds and some en- 
terprise to discover Other caverns in the neigh- 
perhood of this one containing abundance of 
pleistocene animal remains. “ne such bas with- 
lo the last few days been discovered near Cap- 
poquin, at a distance of about seven miles from 
the Shandon cave, by Mr. Ussher, of Cappagh. 
This new cavern is of large size and appears to 
have been occupied at a very remote period by 
bears, portions of whose skeletons are to be met 
with in the lower deposits of the floor; but the 
chief interest in this discovers rests in the fact 
that remains of the great Irish clk (Megaceros 
Hibernicus) were found in it, iu conjunction with 
the bones of other deer and bears, and along 
with a polished greenstone celt (neolithic) and 
several stone rubbers. There were also some 
very remarkable and etrong evidences met 
with of the association of man with the great 
Irish elk, for on the authority ot Prof. Leith 
Adams, in whose presence these remains were 
taken out of the cave, and by whom thev were 
packed up for further observation, we Jearn that 
‘many of the bones of the megaceros were evi- 
dently split for their marrow, and several elk 
cannon-bones were found fashioned into awls 
and gauges, showing that man was not onlw con- 
temporaneous with the giant stag of Ireland, 
but also may have in some measure helped to 
exterminate it. The explorations of this cave 
are still going on, and they promise to open out 
a new erain the prehistoric history of Ireland.

THE VALUE OF SILVER. 

All the indications point toa rise in the 
value of silver bullion, and to an interna- 
tional arrangement by which silver shall 
have a permanent relation in value to gold. 
The world, and especially Great Britain, has 
suff too severely from the attempt to 
generally demonetize silver to ran the risk 
of having that disastrous experiment re- 
peated. India has been the great sufferer 
from the depreciation of silver, and this 
has been due to the fact that silver was not 
a legal-tender in England. While Indian 
trade has languished and Indian merchants 
have been rendered bankrupt, the loss has 
practically fallen upon England. It has been 
British trade with India that has become 


and debtors of England who have failed and 
become bankrupt. England, hitherto the 
great enemy of bi-metalism, therefore is now 
conspicnously seeking to restore the value of 
silver. The British Government has ob- 
tained, after earnest solicitation, an agree- 
ment from Germany that no more silver will 
be sold during this year. 

This concession on the part of Germany 
finds several explanations in the English 
papers. In the first place, it is claimed that 
Germany has now only from $60,000,000 
to $70,000,000 to call in, and the German 
Government has not the surplus revenue 
with which to redeem the outstanding silver, 
which still remains a legal-tender as of old. 
It is understood, also, that the same Govern- 
ment is weighing seriously the policy of leav- 
ing the present silver thalers in circulation 
permanently, and to that extent have a bi- 
metallic currency precisely as it exists in the 
United States,—the silver thaler, like our 
dollar, being the only silver coin made a legal- 
tender. This would obviate the necessity of 
redeeming the present outstanding silver 
money With gold, and at the same time have 
the effect of advancing the value of the other 
silver that is on hand or is yet to be ro- 
deemed. 

The States of the Latin Union—France, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Italy, and Greece— 
have now a silver coinage which is made by 
treaty a legal-tender in either country. Sil- 
ver is substantially the metallic money of all 
these countries, though they all coin 
gold, and both are legal-tenders. 
When Germany resolved to demone- 
tize silver, these States agreed to limit 
their silver ¢binage during the peripd of its 
decline in valuc. In November last this 
treaty exp nd was renewed, with some 
modifications, for five years. Italy, which 
has a large amount of paper money of small 
denominations, has recently made improve- 
ments in her financial affairs and credit, and 
has resolved to take up all these notes of 
less denomination than five francs, and for 
this purpose has made an arrangement by 
which the Bank of France shall collect the 
small silver coin of Italy, which has been in 
circulation everywhere except at home, and 
deliver it to the Roman Government. Sub- 
sequently the Italian Parliament has re- 
fused its ratification of this agreement 
until the Union shall agree that 
Italy may coin $12,000,000 in 
silver five-franc pieces annually for five 
years. This request will probably be agreed 
éo, and, while the demand for silver thus 
established will be comparatively small, it 
affords an additional market for the metal to 
that extent, but also indicates the purpose of 
the bi-metallic States to adhere to that sys- 
tem in the future despite the efforts of the 
mono-metalists. The British Government 
has within a few days given public assurance 


monetary system of India, and that silver 
will continue to be the legal metallic money 
of that country. In the meavtime Austria 
and Russia, which are both afflicted with de- 
preciated paper money, are becoming pur- 
chasers of silver, and it may happen that 
they will find in bi-metalism that means of 
restoring national credit which will be hope- 
less under an exclusive gold currency. 

On the whole, the prospect of a return of 
silver te its accustomed value during the 
present year is more hopeful than it has been. 
The unknown stock of silver held by Ger- 
many has been à standing menace. The rush 
of this volume of silver, whose amount is 
unknown, upon the market might at any 
time overwhelm any advance in value. The 
American supply, which has always been 
greatly magnified, is now known to be less 
than was supposed. The gradual absorption 
of the stock on hand is, however, regular, 
and must in time exhaust the cause of the 
disturbance created by Germany’s costly ex- 


} periment. It is not at all improbable that, 


when Congress meets in December next, the 
bullion value of the 412}-grain silver dollar 
will be at par with the gold dollar. With 
the restoration of silver values, and the con-

NEW ENGLAND FACTORY-LIFE. 

A writer in the Atlantic Monthly has fur. 
nished that magazine with a very graphio 
description of the ordinary every-day life in 
a New England factory-town. The article is 
too long to reproduce in Tux Tarsvnz, but 
it gives such a detailed sketch of what fac- 
tory operatives are doing and thinkirg, and 
how they spend their leisure time, that our 
readers will be interested in some of its 
more salient features. The writer of the 
article referred to has selected a town of 
about 50,000 inhabitants, which has but one 
industrial occupation, the making of cotton 
cloth, to which forty mills are devoted. 
The general description answers that of 
Lawrence, Mass. In order to inform him- 
self more accurately, the writer avoided the 
proprietors of the mulls and went among the 
operatives themselves, thus drawing his 
picture from life, and not from the state- 
ments of others. 

In the mills which he visited he found 
that far more than half the operatives were 
girls and women, very few of the children 
being under 12 years of age, and the 
majority being of English, Scotch, and 
Irish descent, with a considerable sprinkling 
of French Canadians. They looked as if 
they had plenty to eat, though some chowed 
in their faces the results of bad cookery and 
the impurity of the air in their homes. 
Their work does not require great muscular 
strength or exertion, but, on the other hand, 
alertness and exactness of attention, and 
though nearly all appeared tired at night, he 
saw no signs of ‘exireme weariness or ex- 
haustion, and although the work requires 
good health and average vitality, it did not 
seem to bim that it was so severe or unwhole- 
some as the toil of gitls who run sewing 
machines in city shops. 

As to the morslity of the girls, he found 
that while they were not at all ignorant of 
evil and vice, they had learned to take care 
of themselves. Hésays: “The mill girls 
are familiar with ooarse and vile language, 
and can hear it unabashed and without- 
blushing; they can answer in like terms, 
Bat these facts are not, in their case, marks 
of extreme depravity or immorality. They 
afford no evidence of unchastity. I do not 
believe that this vice prevails to any consid- 
erable extent among the young women of 
the mills.” He fourid that most of the op- 
eratives live in amall buildings Where there 
ars only two or three families under one 
roof, a system which he thinks is much bet- 
ter than life in large tenement houses, but 
even in these small houses the cellars are 
not properly secured against the ingress of 
surface water, and the water-closets are in- 
adequate and unsuitable. The cookery is 
not usually very good. Nearly everything is 
fried, and bones which would make good, nu- 
tritive soup are thrown to their dogs. The 
younger operatives read the trashy New York 
story papers with the long to be contin- 
ued ” yarns, but he found most of the elders 


reading a paper devoted to the liberation of 


the working people of America, whose decla- 
ration of principles was ultra-Communistic, 
and which did not hesitate to advise working- 
men to supply their neéds from the stores of 
their neighbors and to help themselves to the 
money in the National banks. He also hada 
coversation with the editor of a labor-reform 
newspaper, published in the town, who 
claimed that the mill-owners were thorough- 
ly selfish and had no regard for the interest 
or welfare of their operatives, and that fac- 
tory life had nearly reached serfdom. Not- 
withstanding the teachings of these papers, 
he found few signs of interest in reforms of 
any kind among these people, though some 
of the spinners were discontented and have 
an organization for the promotion of their 
interests. As to the payment of the opera- 
tives, the writer made the following notes 
from his conversations with mill agents and 


managers: 

The women weavers are paid a little more 
than $1 per day. Any boy of 13 or 14 years old can 
make $2.50 per week, Operatives pay for rent, 
for four rooms, from $3, 50 to $6 per month. The 
owners and managers are satisfied with the Ten- 
hour law, and do not think any additional legisla- 
tion necessary (in this State) for the proper regu- 
lation of the relations between capital and labor, 
or the working-people and their employers. We 
prefer ten hours per day, but as the machinery is 
run by steam-power we have to start it a little be- 
fore the hour, and some of the hands always go to 
work at once, in order to add a little to the 
Gay's production, and 80 to their wages, 
At present rates of pay the average 
operatives can save something from their 
wages. If we compare the cost of living and 
wages of the times before the War, sayin 1860, 
with the cost of living and wages now, we shall 
find that operatives are better paid now than they 
were then. All of us, operatives and employers, 
haye lived more extravagantly since the War than 
ever before. All wars make waste, and we are all 
of us suffering from the consequences of the waste 
caused by our Civil War, and especially by the un- 
wise expenditure of money since 1865. When 
wages were very high, a few years ago, the opera- 
tives wasted nearly all that they receivea. Few of 
them saved anything. We must all learn and 
practice economy. Many people who are re- 
garded as being rich are li more carefully 
and economically tham most of the working- 
Deople, because they have more foresight and a 
clearer understanding of the absolute necessity 
2 their expenditures within their in- 


Their amusements after work are very

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sumed, and the business is so profitable that 
mill-workers who lose their places for any 
cause nearly open saloons. In this 
town there were n opera- 
tives than the gould em :

work to one of these suberfluous laborers for a day 
or two. There was much hardship among these 
peoplé. Many had families, and their children 
suffered for food. In some of the worst cases the 
city gave assistance; the labor unions sustained 
others, in part; and neighborly kindness among 
the operatives was more helpful than either. The 

-Labor-Reform agitation, in all its stages, from 
vague discontent to violent denunciation, was re- 
inforced and sustained chiefly by the presence of 
this unemployed class.” 

The principal recommendation made by 
the writer to bring the mill-workers mto 
more sympathy with the influences and spirit 
of our national life is a better education, and 
he thinks that the time should soon come 
„when the preparation and supply of suita- 
ble reading matter, as an instrument for the 
education and guidance of the working peo- 
ple, will be regarded as a necessary part of 
the equipment of the manufacturers in 3 
town like this,” and that the capitalists, 
manufacturers, aud cultivated people of 
every town where there are 1,000 operatives 
should unite in the publication of a small, 
low-priced paper, ‘‘conducted by some one 
who understands that the elements and ten- 
dencies of our national life cannot be adequate- 
ly dealt with by the subjective method which 
most of our teachers now employ,—by a man

who sees clearly thatthe knowledge and rec- ,

FIAT MONEY FOR INDIA. 

The Shylock attempt to make gold the only 
coin of full legal-tender power throughout 
the world must fail, for the reason that long 
before that point were reached the shrinkage 
of values and stagnation of industry resuit- 
ing from the effort to adjust prices to the 
new level of a volume of coin only half as 
large as that which existed when the process 
of silver demonetization began would be- 
come so intolerable that reaction would set 
in and relief be sought in the general use of 
inconvertible paper. In other words, the at- 
tempted enforcement of a universal gold 
etandard is the shortest road to a triumph of 
fiat money and the general instability of 
values. 

This point is well presented in Mr. Jacx- 
son's recent pamphlet, The Present and 
Future of Silver,” whose motto is, Bi-met- 
alism or inconvertible paper money the 
world’s alternative.” 

A singular confirmation of this theory ap- 
pears in a recent speech of Mr. Lows, late 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the British 
Parliament, when the question of the finances 
of India was under discussion. 

It is well known that the present deprecia- 
tion of silver has brought the Government of 
India to the verge of bankruptcy. Mr. 
Lows sees the breakers ahead, as well as 
Lord BracowsrrexD, but, unlike the Premier, 
he does not yet see that safety lies only in a 
return to the use of both metals as money of 
full power, He clings to the gold standard 
of England as an irrevocable fact, and from 
that standpoint casts about for some measure 
of relief for India. Following the lead of 
some of the Continental mono-metalists, he 
has hit upon an issue of paper money to fill 
the place of a gold currency for which it is 
impossible to obtain the gold. He foresees 
that the people cannot stand the pressure, 
and, like Capt. Scort’s coon, he offers to 
‘come down before they get ready to shoot. 

To show the drift of this curious speech of 
Mr. Low, we quote from an editorial of the 
London Times of May 29: 

No doubt Mr, Low felt he was saying something 

ical. or he would not have talked of car- 
rying ‘hie life in hie hands,’ but still there, is a 
dificulty in thinking that he proposed, 
as a solation of the exchange difficulties 
of India, the institution of 4 paper cur- 
rency based on an imaginary issne of 
gold. Yet this seems to have been his recommen- 
dation: Convert the present rupee coinage into a 
token coinage, and for this purpose restrict its em- 
ployment as a legal-tender in discharge of debts to 
a certain limited amount, just as we restrict silver 
tothe limit of forty shillings. Silver being thus 
discarded, what is to take its place? It w here that 
Mr. Lows becomes somewhat 
The lexal-tender of the future is to 
be paper, and this paver is to de 
somehow redeemable in gold; but how the paper is 
to be issued, and where the gold is to be found in 
which it ie be redeemed, does not clearly appear. 
Mr. Lowz's language, indeed, points to the con- 
clusion that gold need not be provided, as he was 
understood to take credit for avoiding the necessi- 
ty of this costly operation. But what would be 
the result? The paper would be issued by the Gov- 
ernment in payment of its debts and current ex- 
penses, but, unless it could be exchanged for gold 
on demand, it would surely become depreciated. 
As Lord Gronezs Hawimton put it. no one 
would believe in notes representing gold 
unless the Government had gold corresvonding 
to the notes in some satisfactory proportion. 
If Mr. Lowa does not mean to land us in a world of 
inconvertible and depreciated paper, he must in- 
tend to provide a gold currency sufficient to keep 
his notes at par; and this would seem to be his real 
notion, as be talked of establishing a standard of 
value identical with that prevailing in this cuun- 
try. The operation thus described would, how- 
ever, be exceedingly large in ite dimensions, as it 
would really amount to the establishment of a gold 
currency; and, moreover, it would fail to relieve 
the Indian Government from their difticaities, if it 
did not add to them. Silver, being demonetized, 
would naturally become more depreciated than 
ever, and the ratio of va)ué of silver to gold would 
de dimin ished in an aggravated fashion.” 

The restricting of silver to a token coinage 
would, of course, involve the suspending of 
free coinage at the Indian mints. Silver 
would thus be shut out from its principal 
market, and the present depreciation would 
be-but a mere bagatelle compared with what 
w ould certainly follow npon the adoption of 
Lowz's paper-currency scheme. The condi- 
tion of India, instead of being bettered, 
would be made infinitely worse, and all the 
world would suffer along with her. We 
commend this speech of Lowe to the half- 
way converts to bi-metalism of the MoCuz- 
Locs school, as an evidence that the fools 
are not all dead yet. . 

Let English statesmen resort to such fu- 
tile ents as that suggested by Lows if 
they choose: the only effectual relief for 
them and for us must come through the 
restoration of silver to its fall money power 
alongside of gold. It is in the power of the 
United States to strike the blow that will 
break the vicious circlé, aptly described by 
Mr. Goms, : Silver depreciated because 
denied free mintage, free mintage was 
denied because silver is depreciated. When 
that blow is struck, and silver restored to 
near its old value, relative to gold, it will be 
an easy matter to secure an international 
ratio that will make the world’s specie basis 
stable and permanent.

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that the first arrival of new winter wheat, 100 
bags, bas sold there at $1.50 per bu. How 
many thousand barrels of flour will be sold as 
made trom that lot of wheat? 

The people on Change deny that any one 
there is short for 1,000,000 bu June wheat, or 
anything like that quantity. They say that 300,- 
000 bu was the biggest single line of shorts out, 
and that has been filled. 

We note that the advance in rail freights to 
00 per 100 lbs of grain to New York will take 
effect on the 23d inst., not on the 16th, as 
stated in some of the commercial reports. 

The railroads are now less pressed for freight- 
room than they were a week ago. and some of 
them are ready to take fresh orders to move 
grain to the seaboard. 

About 900,000 bu of corn for future delivery 
was bought by one firm early Saturday morn- 
ing. Somebody evidently thinks well of corn 
at present prices. The reports all agree in 
promising a bigcrop; but the consumption of 
corn would be enormously increased if the vield 
of hay and oats be as small as is feared by 
many. | 

Oats were weak Saturday. The decline of the 
previous day led many to think that the top had 
been reached and passed, and they rushed in to 
sell before the market should decline further in 
reaction from the recent excitement. The de- 
cline averaged fully le, spot oats being the 
weakest, as there was little demand to fili June 
shorts. 

Advices from Northern Illinois, Iowa, and 
Wisconsin put the oat crop in a flourishing con- 
dition. It is understood that these reports were 
accompanied witn ffee orders to sell for August 
and September delivery. 

Corn and oats were about the only exceptions 
to dullness on Change. Wheat was very quiet, 
the July deal being entirely neglected at times. 
The June deal in wheat was less active, and 
steadier, some settlements being made, mostly 
at $1.05@1.054;. Provisions were tame, but 
steady, in spite of lower prices for hogs; pork 
being especially dull. 

Lake freighte were more active, and steady, at 
Kade for corn to Buffalo, the outside being 
paid for small vessels. Rail rates were steady 
on the basis of 180 per 100 lbs to New York, 
with more new business doing. Through rates 
to Liverpool were quoted at 424¢c per 100 lbs on 
meats, and do to Antwerp at 56e. 

Dry goods were quotea strong. There was a 
liberal movement in staple and seasonable 
goods, and an upward tendency in prices is 
still noted. The demand for groceries contin- 
ues generous. Orders are pouring in from all 
parts of the interior, and the volume of sales is 
in excess of former years at a corresponding 
period. Coffees were strong, and the tone of 
the sugar market was also decidedly firm. No 
price changes were developed. In the fish mar- 
ket there was fat activity, and previous prices 
were maintained. Butter was moving rather 
more freely, fine goods the feeling was 
slightly firmer, | was again quoted easy, 
the offerings e img the demand. light 
movement fn fruits was noted at previous 
prices. Oils, paints, and colors were quiet and 
steady. Leather Was strong undera good de- 
mand from manufacturers. The coal market 
was quoted firm at $4.50 for all sizes of anthra- 
cite.

THE LABOR LEAGUE. 


FORTHCOMING DEMONSTRATIONS, 

A number of members of the Eight-Hour 
Labor League met yesterday afternoon at Nos. 
154 and 156 South Clark street. Mr. Thomas 
Williams presided, and Thomas J. O’Counor 
acted as Secretary. There was a_ protracted 
wrangle as to whether the meeting was to be 
considered a public one or not, and a desperate 
effort was made to restrict the discussion to 
actual members of the League, to the exclusion 
vf all others. 

The following was offered by A. R. Parsons, 
and, after much discussion, was adopted: 

Resolved. That on the coming Fourth of July the 
workmen whe 1 in the great demonstra- 
tion will have a two fold duty to perform. lu the 
first place they will make it known oroadcast that 
the organized laporere of America are as one on 
the question of reducing the hours of labor, not 
only in governmental, but in ali private employ- 
ments; and in the second they will proclaim 
the great truths that only thro shortening the 
hours of labor can wages rise by giving employ- 
ment do the unemployed, and that neither desira- 
ble end can be accomplished until the workmen of 
the United States join and amalgamate their 
trades and labor unions. 

The next difficulty arose over the discussion 
of the recent visit of delegates of the League to 
the Trades’ Council, it being claimed that they 
were badly snubbed. This was denied as freely 
as it was affirmed, and it seemed impossible to 
get an agreement as to the facts. 

It was then stated by Mr. C. H. Adams that
